Flint in- 
cline# any on* to doubt her philanthropy, it 
will be moat onjnat It ia only another way of 
patting two old and honorable Having* which 
we all reapect in their ancient formula, nt, 
Honewty i* the l>«at policy, and Virtue i* it* own 
reward. Mr*. Flint, therefore, deserved the 
praise ahe received from Wendell Phillip* at 
the meeting of the labor reformer* in Boaton. 
But hardly had the echo of fbeae cnoominm* 
died ont, irhen atill other theories and practice* 
of the philosophic dressmaker were brought to 
the public notice. Hbe preaonted a little bill to 
Mr* Coolidge, for tbc making and trimming of 
nine or ten dreaaea, amounting to the respect 
able sum of 11,900. Mr. Coolidge did not 
think it a reasonable charge. Mrs- Flint did. 
and the law was invoked to dedilc ujiot) thia 
difference of opinion. 

Now, it ia evident to any one of unprejudiced 
mind, that there ia more than a matter of paltry 
dollar* and cents to lie settled in this case. 
Tiiere ia a question of principle involved in it 

Mr*. Flint evidently believe*, in another good 
old theory, a* ancient aa the day* of Rohm 
Hood, and perhapa even more venerable than 
hia time* - that it i* perfectly tair to steal from 
fhe rich to give to the po<*r. 

The ‘only trouble ia, that Mr*. Flint i* an 
annchrontNm. Other tiroes, other manner* , 
and the philosophic <lres*maker must take the 
consequence* ol having t»ecn t*orn at too late * 
jienod of the world's history.
